FLUID'  MILK    PR  ICES    IN   CITY  MARKETS 
FOR  JULY  1948 

Fluid  milk  prices 'at  retail  and  to  producers  early  in  July  reached  nexv  record  high 
levels,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported  today.    Increased  prices 
were  particularly  widespread  in  central  and  northern  lew  England,  lew  York  State 
and  Pennsylvania,    Scattered  price  increases  were  reported  from  other  areas  except 
the  South  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Coast. 

In  California,  'the  State  Bureau  of  Markets,  acting  on  the  , suggest ion  of  milk  pro- 
ducers and  consumers,  took  steps  to  prevent  milk  price  increases,  which  would  have 
occurred  in  a  large  number  of  markets  under  operation  of  an  automatic  pricing 
formula.    Monthly  milk  production  on  United  States  farms  reached  its  seasonal  peak 
in  June  at  a  level  4  percent  "below1  a  year  ago.    Per  capita  daily  milk  production, 
during  June  averaged  2.80  pounds,  according  to  the  United  States  Crop  Reporting 
Board.    This  was  the  lowest  per  capita  production  rate  in  19  years  of  record, 
except  for  the  drought  year  19340  :  Prices  of  all  dairy  products  continue  sharply 
higher  than  a  year  ago. 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  cities  early-in  July  aver- 
aged 20,8  cents  per  quart,  three-tenths  of  a  cent  higher  than  in  June  and  two  and 
three-tenths  cents  per  quart  higher  than  in  July  a  year  ago.    Retail  price  in- 
creases occurred  early  in  July  in  about  one  in  every  five  markets  reporting.  At 
$5,15  per  hundredweight,  the  milk  dealers'  average  "buying  price  for  Class  I  milk 
ef  3,5  percent  "butter fat  content  x^as  11  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  June 
price  and  56  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  corresponding  level  in  July  1947. 
Producer  price  increases  occurred  in  one  out  of  every  six  markets  reporting.  The 
average  retail  price  is  now  at  a  new  record  level,  exceeding  "by  two-tenths  of  a 
cent  per  quart  the  previous  record  average  price  of-  20.5  cents  per  quart,  estab- 
lished in  March  of  this  year.    The  average  producer  price  is  also  at  a  new  record 
high  level,  exceeding  by  5  cents  per  hundredweight  the  previous  record  of  $5.10 
per  hundredweight  reached  in. February  of  this  year. 

In  the  lew  England  area,  milk  prices  at  both  producer  and  retail  levels  were  raised 
on  July  1  in  all  controlled  areas  in  Maine,  lew  Hampshire,  and  Vermont,  Retail 
prices  were  increased  one  cent  per  quart  in  Maine,  Vermont,  and  in  several  lew 
Hampshire  markets.    Producer  price  increases  were  generally  somewhat  less  than 
one  cent  per  quart.     The  Greater  Boston  area,  the  -primary  market  in  lew  England, 
experienced  an  automatic  increase  of  44  cents  per  hundredweight  in  its  producer 
price  under  the  -provisions  of  Federal  Milk  Order  lumber  4,  as  did  also  the  Lowell- 
lawrence  and  Fall  River  markets.     Corresponding  increases  in  retail  milk  prices 
occurred  on  July  1  also.     In  Rhode  Island,  State-wide  increases  of  one  cent  per 
quart  in  retail  prices  and  40  cents  per  hundredweight  in  producer  prices  became 
effective  July  1  under  the  terms  of  orders  issued  by  the  Phode  Island  Milk  Control 
Board.     On  July  5,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreement/  of  °19 37,  as  amended,  issued  &  notice 
of  recommended  decision  providing  for  an  increase  of  22  cents  per  hundredxtfeight  in 
the  Class  I  price  in  the  Fall  River,  Mass.  market  above  the  level  established  on 
July  1  in  order  to  maintain  the  supply  of  milk  for  that  market.     This  price  adjust- 
ment would  terminate  December  31,  1948,

In  the  Middle  Atlantic 'area,  no  change  in  milk  prices  was  reported  from  the  important 
Now  York  City  market,  hat  in  op state  Hew  York  the  Buffalo  and  Rochester  areas  re- 
ported increased  prices  effective  July  1„    Producer  prices  in  "both  markets  rose 
40  cents  per  hundredweight,  and  retail  prices  rose  .one  cent  per  quart. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  July  6  recommended  no  change  in  the 
floor  price  of  $5, 46" per  hundredweight  for  Class  I-A  (fluid)  milk  in  the  How  York 
market  for  July.    Two  alternative  Class  I.-A  prices,  at  levels  higher  than  in  July, 
were  recommended  to  the  industry  hy  the  Department  , for  the  period  August  through 
Decemher.    After  consideration  of  any  exceptions  which  may  he  filed,  the  Department 
will  submit  the  TDroposed  prices  to  producers  and  handlers  for  approval,  •  In  Pennsyl- 
vania, seasonal  Increases  in  milk  prices  occurred  quite  generally  over  the  State 
on  July  1,  except  in  a  few  areas  such  as  Scranton,  Williamsport ,  and  .others  which 
did  not  experience  a  seasonal  price  reduction  on  May  1*  'Milk  prices  were  also 
increased  in  certain  shore  areas  in  How  Jersey  under  orders  issued  hy  the  Hew  Jersey 
Director  of  Milk  Control,  hut  not ;  as  yet,  in  the  metropolitan  area  in  northern 
Hew  Jersey,  which -competes  for,  milk  supplies  with  the  Hew  York  City  market,  Prices 
rose  also  in  the  Wilmington, ...pel,  market  July  1,    The  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission 
scheduled  public 'hearings  ahout  the  middle  of  July  in  Philadelphia  and  in*  suburban 
Philadelphia  to  consider  producer  price  changes  and  handlers"  requests  for  a  wider 
milk  distributing  margin,.

FOR  AUGUST  '1948 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  milk. for  fluid  use  and  prices  paid' by  consumers  at 
retail  in  early  August  reached  new  record  .high  levels.,  the  Bureau  .of  .Agricultural 
Economics  reported -today..    Increased;  prices  were  reported  from  all  sections  of  the' 
country.    Milk  production  on  United  States  farms  in  July  was  smaller  than  for  the ■ 
same  month  i'n  5  of- the  last  6  years,  .chiefly  because  of  the  smaller  number  of  milk 
cows.    Milk  production  per  cow,  however,  continued  at'  a  high  level.  •  Increased 
competition  for  seasonally  diminishing  milk  supplies  was  reported  from  both  fluid 
milk  and  manufacturing  milk  areas.    Prices  of  the  major  manufactured  dairy  products 
continued  at  high  levels,  although  some  declines ; occurred  in  butter  and  cheese 
prices.  ;,       >  , 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24  major  cities  in  early- August 
averaged  21.3  cents  per  quart,  one-half  cent  higher  than  in  July  and  two  and  si3&- 
tenths  cents  per  quart  higher  than  in  August  a  year  ago.    Retail  delivered  and  pro- 
ducer mi  11c  prices  increased  early  in  August  in  about  one  in  every  three  markets 
reporting,  and  increased  prices  in  several  additional  markets  were  slated  to  go 
into  effect  later  in  the  month.    At  $5.29  per  hundredweight,  the  milk  dealers1 
average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3,5  percent  butterfat  content  at  local 
delivery  points  was  13  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  July  average  price  and  was 
69  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  average  of  August  1947.    Por  the  second  suc- 
cessive month  since  March  of  this  year,  both  the  average  retail  price  and  the  aver- 
age milk  dealers'  baying  price  were  at  new  record  high  levels. 

In  the  New  England  area.,  the  Class  I  price  in  the 'Greater  Boston  market  rose  22 
cents  per  hundredweight  on  August  1  under  the  provisions  of  the  pr icing , formula 
contained  in  Federal  Order  No.  4,    Retail  prices  rose  one-half  cent  per  quart  in'- 
the  market  on  the  same  date.     In  northern  New  England,  producer  and  retail  prices 
rose  quite  generally  on  August  1  in  line  with  the  increase  in  producer  prices  in 
the  Boston  market.     In  Maine,  the  Milk  Control  Board  ordered  an  increase  of  24" cents 
per  hundredweight  in  producer  prices  for  fluid  milk  in  practically  all  controlled 
market  areas  in  the  State.     Simultaneous  increases  of  one  cent  per  quart  were  made 
in  official  minimum  retail  prices  for,  milk, delivered  to  homes  and  sold  at  stores. 
The  Maine  Milk  Control  Board  in  its  order  increasing  wholesale  prices  of  milk  to 
stores  held  the  increase  to  three-quarters  of  a  cent  per  quart,  thus  increasing 
the  store  handling  margin  on  fluid  milk  one— quarter  cent  per  quart.    In  lew  Hamp- 
shire, the  State  Milk  Control  Board  raised  minimum  producer  prices  for  milk  for 
fluid  use  21  cents  per  hundredweight  and  minimum  retail  prices  one-half  cent  per 
quart,  effective  August  1,.,-   The  Vermont  Milk  Control  Board  in  an  action  effective 
August  15  ordered  that  the  minimum  producer  price  in  54  controlled  markets  in  the 
State  shall  be  the  Boston  blended' price  for  3,7  percent  milk  in  the  201-210  mile 
zone  plus  25  cents  per  hundr edwe i gnt «    The  minimum  retail  price  to  consumers  was 
increased  one  cent  per  quart  effective  on  the  same  date.     In  Connecticut,  the 
State  Milk  Administrator  announced  on  August  5  that  a  public  hearing  would  be  held 
in  Hartford  on  August  16,,    The  hearing  was  called  to  consider  proposals  submitted 
by  milk  producers  that  the  Class  I  price  under  State  Order  No.  I  and  the  flat  price 
under  State  Order  No,  III  be  increased.    Changes  were  also  proposed  by  milk  pro- 
ducers in  the  number  of  months  during  which  payments  shall  be  made  into  and  from 
the  Production  Incentive  Fund,

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  Area  the  Class  I-A  (fluid  milk)  price  in  the  Hew  York  City 
market  rose  44  cents  per  hundredweight  on  August  1.    Retail  delivered  milk  prices 
rose  one  cent  per  quart  and  retail  prices  at  most  stores  also  rose  one  cent  per 
quart.     It  was  reported  from  the  market,  however,  that  some  irregularity  in  retail 
milk  prices  at  stores  had  developed  recently.     Some  stores  were  selling  milk  at 
lower  prices  than  those  reflecting  the  customary  relationship  between  the  Class  I-A 
price  and  retail  store  prices.    The  producer  price  increase  occurred  under  an 
amendment  to  the  Federal  Order  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  New  York 
market.    Under  the  provisions  of  this  amendment,  alternate  minimum  Class  I-A  prices 
were  established  for  the  months  of  August  and  September  and  for  the  October-December 
period.    Tor  August  and  September,  a  fixed  price  of  $5.68  for  3.5  percent  milk  in 
the  200-mile  zone  was  provided  with  the  alternative  that  if  a  price  19  cents  per 
hundredweight  less  than  the  Boston  200-mile  -zone  Class  I  price  was  higher,  the 
higher  price  should  prevail. 

I'he  announced  August  price  for  Boston  was  $6.09  per  hundredweight  for  3.7  percent 
milk,  in  the  201-210  mile  zone,  resulting  in  a  New  York  200-mile  zone  price  of  $5.90 
per  hundredweight  for  3.5  percent  milk.     For  the  October-December  period,  the  same 
price  relationship  with  Boston  and  a  fixed  alternative  price  of  $6,12  per  hundred- 
weight are  provided.     Corresponding  price  increases  at  producer  and  retail  levels 
were  reported  from  some  upstate  New  York  cities.    No  price  changes  occurred  in  the 
Rochester  and  Buffalo  markets  early  in  August,  but  official  hearings  were  held  to 
consider  producer  proposals  for  Class  I  and  Class  II-A  price  increases  for  September 
and  October, 

In  the  Philadelphia  market,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  ^  established 
a  minimum  Class  I  price  for  August  and  September  at  $5.90  per  hundredweight  for 
4  percent  milk  f.o.b.  Philadelphia,  and  $6.30  per  hundredweight  for  October  through 
Hsoember  1948.    No  retail  price  changes  occurred  since  the  prevailing  price  in  the 
market  ($5.84  per  hundredweight),  established  by  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission,

standard  fluid  milk  handled  "by  distribntorsc  On  August  20,  however,  statewide  increases  in  fluid 
milk  prices  at  "both  producer  -and  retail  levels  are  slated  to  "become  effective  under  orders  issued 
"by  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission,,  The  increases  are  reported  to  "be  40  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  producer  prices  and  one  an.'"'1  one-half  cents  per  quart  at  wholesale  and  retail*  These  price 
changes  were  ordered  by  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission  aftor  oxtensive  hearings0 

On  August  4,  the  "base  Class  I -price  to  producers  in  New  Jersey  was  increased  46  cents  per  hundred- 
weight to  $6.06  for  3*5  percent  milk  by  order  of  the  New  Jersey  Director  of  Milk  Control e    A  re- 
tail price  increase  of  one  end  one-half  cents  per  quart  was  put  into  effect  on  the  same  date  by 
several  milk  distributors  for  home-delivered  milk,  but  in  some  parts  of  northern  Now  Jersey  the 
reta.il  store  price  rose  but  one  cert  per  quart*    No  increases  in  official  minimum  wholesale  and 
retail  prices  were  reported* 

In  the  South  Atlantic  Area,  price  increases  were  reported  from  Baltimore  and  several  markets  in 
North  Carolina4    Prices  were  .also  increased  in  the  Charleston  and  Wheeling.,  Wost  Virginia  markets 
and  in  the  Norfolk-Portsmouth,  Virginia  markets    The  retail  price  increases  ranged  from  one-half 
cent  per  quart  in  Baltimore  te  2  cents  per  quart  in  Biltmore  and  'viriston-Salem,,  North  Carolina^ 
Reported  increases  in  producer  prices  ranged  from  13  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Baltimore 
market  to  40  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Winston-3alemP  North  Carolina* 

In  the  Sast  North  Contral  Area,,  the  important  Chicago  market  reported  a  producer  price  increase 
of  40  cents  per  hundredweight  and  a  retail  increase  of  one  cent  pnr  auart.    The  Akron  and  Cleve- 
land, Ohio  markets- reported  retail  increases  of  two  cents  per  quart  -effective  July  15  in  Cleve- 
land and  August  1  in  Akron*    Producer  prices  were  substantially  higher  in  both  markets..    In  Almron, 
however,  a  downward  adjustment  in  the  retail  price  was-mado  by  one  dealer  several  days  after  the- 
price  increase  was  made  effective*    It  is  not  known  at  this  date  whether  any  other  retail  price 
adjustments  have  been  uade  in  the  markets    Producer  and  retail  price  increases  were  also  reported 
from  several  other  markets  in  this  area,  including,  but  not  limited  to  Detroit,  Indianapolis, 
Canton,  Ohio  and  Springfield,  Illinois*    Several  Wisconsin  markets  also  reported  producer  and 
retail  price  increases*    The  Milwaukee  market  reported  a  tot- JL -retail  increase  of  one  and  one-half 
cents  per  quart  between  July  and  August  and  a  total  producer- increase  of  50  cents  per  hundrodweigli> 

In  the  West  North  Central  area,  price  increases  were  reported  from  St.  Louis  and  St.  Joseph,  Md« 
and  from  Sioux  City,  Iowa*    Early  in  the  month,  the  St,  Louis  retail  price  situation  was  unset- 
tled,   A  short-lived  increase  in  homo-delivered  prices  of  one  cent  per  quart  occurred  on  August  9 
and  was  rescinded  on  August  10*    Wholesale  and  retail  store  prices  were  reduced  two  cents  per 
quart  on  August  95 

The  Memphis,  Tenn„  market  reported  a  50-cent  increase  in  hundredweight  producer  prices  on  August  1 
and  a  simult.:!neous  retail  increase  of  two  cents  per  quarto    The  retail  price  also  rose  one  cent 
per  quart  in  the  New  Orleans  rarket,  but  the  August  producer  price  is  not  yet  known.    In  the  j 
Cheyenne,  Wyo„  market  the  producer  price  rose  17  cents  per  hundredweight*    No  change  in  retail 
prices  was  reported,    In  Oregon,  the  State  Milk  Control  Section  increased  producer  and  retail 
prices- in  the  Portland  market  effective  August  1*    The  retail  price  was  raised  one  and  one-half 
cents  per  quart  and  the  producer  price9  on  a  3S5  percent  butterfat  basis,  rose  22  cents  pcr 
hundredweight*    Simultaneously,  the  maximum  permissible  butterfrt  content  of  fluid  milk  in  th& 
three  different  butterfat  grades  was  reducedc    The  maximum  butterfat  content  of  standard  milk 
was  reduced  from  4C2  to  3*8  percent,  and  reductions  were  also  jiade  in  the  permissible  maximum 
butterfat  content  of  premium  milk* 

With  the  beginning  of  the  seasonal  decline  in  milk  production,  thore  has  occurred  a  reappearance 
of  so-called  premium  price  -payments*    In  the  Cleveland,  Ohio  market,  milk  distributors  will  pay 
producers  a  higher  -price  for  August  milk  than  the  minimum  specified  in  the  Federal  Milk  Order 
effective  in  that  market*    So-called  quantity  premiums  are  also  being  employed  more  extensively 
in  that  market  in  the  competition  for  milk  oupplies*  Milk  production  on  United  Stater;  furras_in 
July  totaled  11.6  billion  poundss  4  percent  below  that  in  the  same  month  a  year  ago,  accordang  to 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board*

FLU  I'D   MILK    PRICES    IN    CITY  MARKETS 
FOR  SEPTEMBER  1948 

Prices  received  by  producers  :for  milk  for  fluid  use  and  prices  paid  "by  consumers  at 
retail  early  in  September  continued  to  set'  new  record  high  levels,  the  Bureau,  of 
Agricultural  Economics  reported  today.     Increased  prices  were  reported  from  all  • 
sections  of  the  .country  except  the  East  South  Central  and  Pacific  Coast  areas.  ; 
Milk  production  on  United  States  farms  in-August  was  almost  as  great  as  in  August 
last  year.    Competition  among  manufacturing  milk  plants,  for  seasonally  diminishing 
milk  supplies  continues  keen,  although  tempered  by  the  reductions  in  butter  and 
cheese  prices  which  occurred  in  August 0    .During  the  first  two  weeks  of  September, 
butter  prices  showed  some  additional  slight  weakness  -t  but:  cheese  prices  strength- 
ened slightly.    Producer  prices  for  September  milk  in  several  important  markets  in 
which  prices  for  fluid  milk  vary  in  relation  to  condensery  prices  will  not  be  known 
until  early  in  October.  1      '  •' 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities  early  ija 
September  averaged  21.6  cents  per  quart/  three-tenths  of  a  cent  per  quart  higher 
than  in  August'  and  two  and  four-tenths  cents  per  quart  higher  than  in  September  a 
year  ago.    Retail  delivered .milk  prices  have  increased  since  August  10  in  one. of 
every  five  markets'  reporting.    At  $5.33  per  hundredweight,  the  milk  dealers'  average 
buying  -price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3.5  percent  butterfat  content  at  local  delivery 
points  in  early  September  was  four  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  August  average_ 
price  and  was  62  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  average  of  Sept  ember  1947. 
Producer  price  increases  occurred  in  one  out  of  every,  eight  markets  reporting.*.. 
Both  the  average  retail  price  and  the  average  producer  price  are  at  new  record  high, 
levels. 

In  the  New  England  area,  the  only  important  price  change  occurred  on  September  16 
in  Connecticut.     In  that  State,  the  Milk  Administrator,  qrdered  an  increase,  o.f  46 
cents  per  hundr  edweight  in  the  Class  I  price  for 'area  I,  which  covers^  most  of.  the 
population  of  the  State.    An  increase  in  ivholesale  and  retail  selling  prices  .of 
at  least  one  cent  per  quart  probably  went  into  effect  simultaneously,  but  to  date 
(September  15),  no-report  on  milk  dealers'   selling  prices  has  been  received.  Jn 
the  Boston  market,  the  Federal  Milk  Administrator  .announced  on  August  25  a  formula  • 
index  which  would1  have  resulted  in  a  September  Class  I  price"  for  the  Boston  market 
22  cents  per  hundredweight  lower  than  the  August  price,  except  for  a  contraseasonal 
provision  in  Federal  Order  No.  4. which  prevents  the  September  price  from  being 
below  the  August  price.    The  lower  index  value  resulted  chiefly  from  a  decline  ,in 
retail  prices  of  dairy  rations  in  the  Boston  milkshed. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  i.rea,  price  .increases  at  retail  and  producer  levels  were 
reported  from  the  Buffalo  and  Rochester,  N.  Y.  -areas..  .In  both  markets ,  ..the'.  Class  1 
price  rose  40  cents  per  hundredweight  under  provisions  of  amended  New  York  State 
official  orders  127  and  129.   -Retail  prices  in  both  markets  advanced  one  ceht  per 
quart.     On  August  20,'  under  orders,  issued- by  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Control  Com- 
mission, producer  prices  rose  40  cents'per  hundredweight  and  retail  prices  '  1-|-  cent  s 
per  quart  in  all  Pennsylvania  areas  except  the  Pittsburgh  and  the  State-wide  areas. 

In  the  East  North  Central  area,  retail  price  increases  of  one  cent  per 'quart  were 
reported  from  the  Cincinnati  and  Columbus,  Ohio  markets.    Producer  prices  in  both 
markets  for  September  milk  will  not.  be  'known,  .'until-  early  in  October.     In  the  Beloit 
and  Racine,  Wis.  markets,  retail  .increases"  of  one  cent  per  quart  occurred*    In  the

In  Racine,  the 
producer  price  is  not  yet  determined, . 

In  the  West  Forth  Central  area,  the  Duluth,  Minn,  market  reported  an  increase  of 
28  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  producer  price  and  one  cent  per  quart  in  retail 
prices.    In  the  Twin  City  area,  retail  prices  rose  one  cent  per  quart  in  "both 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  on  or  about  August  12,    Producer ^prices  for  September  milk 
will  not  he' known  until  early  in  October.     The  August  producer  .price  in  the  two 
markets  was  7  cents  per  hundredweight  below  the  July  price. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  area,  only  one  market  reported  a  price  increase.     In  Baltimore, 
Md. ,  the  producer  price  rose  40  cents  per  hundredweight  on  September  1  and  whole- 
sale and  retail  prices  rose  1§  cents  per  quart.

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimated  that  milk  production  during  August  on  United  States 
farms  was  10.6  billion  pounds,  almost  as  much  as  in  the  same  month  a  year  ago  and 
4  percent  "below  the  August  record  established  in  1945.    August  was  the  first  month 
this  year  in  which  production  was  not  down  appreciably  from  the  corresponding  month 
a  year  ago.

On  September  7,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  a  decision,  subject 
to  industry  approval,  to  adopt  a  plan  of  seasonal  payments  to  producers  supplying 
the  Nashville,  Tenn.  milk  marketing  area.     The  seasonal  payment  plan,  designed 
to  encourage  greater  production  of  milk  during  the  short-supply  months,  provides 
for  deductions  from  payments  to  producers  during  the  season  of  flush  production 
for  distribution  among  producers  on  the  basis  of  their  production  during  the 
short  production  season.    The  planned  deduction  would  be  at  the  rate  of  45  .cents 
for  each  100  pounds  of  milk  delivered  by  producers  daring  each  of  the  months  of 
April  through  June,     The  total  money  thus  collected  would  then  be  distributed 
among  producers  during  the  short-supply  months  of  September  through  November, 
If  formally  approved  by  producers,  en  amendment  may  be  issued  incorporating  the 
seasonal  payment  plan  in  Federal  Milk  Order  78  which  regulates  milk  handling  in 
the  Nashville  area. 

On  September  9,  the  Assistant  Administrator,  Production  and  Marketing  Administra- 
tion, Department  of  Agriculture,  announced  a  denial  of  an  emergency  increase  in 
the  price  differential  for  Class  I  milk  in  the  St.  Louis  market.    At  the  same 
time,  tiie  Assistant  Administrator  announced  a  public  hearing  for  September  20  at 
St.  Louis  to  consider  a  review  of  the  major  provisions  of  the  Federal  Order 
regulating  milk  handling  for  that  area.

FLUID   MILK    PRICES    IN    CITY  MARKETS 
EDR  OCTOBER  1948 

Price  changes  for  fluid  milk  at  retail  and  producer  levels  showed  considerable 
local  variation  early  in  October,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported 
today.     Several  city  markets  where  producer  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  are  closely 
related  to  manufacturing  milk  prices  reported  contraseasonal  price  reductions  at 
both  producer  and  retail  levels.    Many  other  markets  whose  fluid  milk  prices  are 
not  closely  related  to  manufacturing  milk  prices  reported  seasonal  increases  in 
producer  and  retail  prices  for  fluid  milk.    The  net  average  change  in  producer 
prices  was  a  small  increase  above  September  levels0    As  measured  by  prices  reported 
from  23  large  city  markets  in  all  sections  of  the  country  there  was  practically  no 
change  in  average  retail  prices  for  standard  milk  from  the.  level'  reached  early  in 
September.    Last  year  at  this  time,  substantial  seasonal  price  increases  above 
September  levels  were  reported  at  both  producer  and  retail  levels. 

Early  in  October,  wholesale  prices  of  the  major  manufactured  dairy  products  such 
as  butter,  cheese,  and  evaporated  milk  were  lower  than  during  the  summer  months. 
Bulk  wholesale  cream  prices  have  also  been  lower  recently  than  during  the  summer 
months.    As  is  to  be  expected,  most  of  the  reported  fluid  milk  price  reductions 
occurred  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central  areas  where  city  market  prices  for  milk 
for  fluid  use  are  more  closely  related  to  manufacturing  milk  prices  than  in  eastern 
and  southern  arease    For  example,  the  average  milk  dealers'  buying  price  for  milk 
of  3.5  percent  butter fat  content  for  fluid  use  in  these  areas  early  in  October  was 
eight  cents  per  hundredweight  below  the  average  price  reported  for  September.  In 
the  New  England  and  West  South  Central  areas,  the  average  milk  dealers'  buying  prices 
for  October  were  about  23  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  September  averages.  In 
the  Middle  Atlantic  and  Mountain  areas,  the  October  average  buying  prices  of  milk 
dealers  were  seven  cents  and  eight  cente  per  hundredweight,  respectively,  above 
September  levels.    In  call  other  areas,  only  small  differences  in  milk  dealers' 
buying  prices  from  September  levels  were  reported. 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  23  major  cities  early  in 
October  averaged  21.6  cents  per  quart ,  the  same  as  in  September,  but  two  and  two- 
tenths  cents  per  quart  higher  than  October  a  year  ago«    Retail  delivered  milk 
prices  rose  in  about  one  market  in  every  five  reporting  and  declined  in  about  one 
market  in  every  ten  reporting.    At  $5.35  per  hundredweight,  the  milk  dealers' 
•average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3„5  percent  butterfat  content  early  in 
October  was  three  cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  September  average  and  was  48 
cents  per  hundredweight  above  the  average  for  October  1947.     Since  June  this  year, 
the  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  has  increased  31  cents  per 
hundredweight,  whereas  last  year's  increase  for  the  same  period  was  46  cents  per 
hundredweight.    The  reported  increase  of  one  and  one-tenth  cents  per  quart  in  the 
average  retail  price  for  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  large  markets 
betv/een  June  and  October  this  year  is  identical  with  the  increase  for  the  same 
period  a  year  ago. 

In  the  New  England  area,  an  increase  of  22  cents  per  hundredweight  occurred 
on  October  1  in  the  Class  I  prices  for  milk  of  3.7  percent  butterfat  content  in 
the  Boston,  Lowell-Lawrence  and  Pall  River  markets  under  provisions  of  the  Pederal 
Orders  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  those  markets.     Similar  price  increases 
•at  producer  levels  were  reported  from  the  Portland,  Maine  market  and  from  Manchester

and  Nashua  in  New  Hampshire,    Reported  increases  in  retail  prices  in  these  markets 
were  one-half  cent  per  quart.    A  public  hearing  was,  held  on  ;Ser)tember  22  "by  the 
Rhode  Island  Milk  Control  Hoard  for  the  purpose  of  considering  minimum  producer, 
and  wholesale  prices  for  fluid  milk.     To. date,  ho  report  has  been  received  of  any 
price  change  resulting  from  this  hearing.    Retail  milk  prices  increased  one  and  .. 
one-half  cents  per  quart  in  Hartford,  Connecticut  on  Septembsr  16  at  the  same  time 
that  the  producer  price  for  Class  I  milk  rose  46  cents  per  hundredweight. 

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  area,  an  increase  of  one—  half  cent  per  quart  occurred 
on  October  1  in  retail  milk  prices  in  the  New  York  City  market  as  the  Class  I  price 
rose  22  cents  per  hundredweight  in  line  with  the  Class  I  price  increase  in  the 
Boston  market.     In  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  the  Class  I  price  rose  40  cents  per 
hundredweight  on  October  1,  but  the  retail  price  of  22  cents  per  quart  was  unchanged. 
An  increase  of  one-half  cent  per  quart  at  retail  was  reported  from  the  Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania  market.    Ho  change  was  indicated  in  the  producer  price. 

In  the  East  North  Central .area ,  the  important  Chicago  market- reported  a  reduc- 
tion of  one-half  cent  per  quart  in  retail  milk  prices  on  October  1  simultaneously 
with  a- decline  of  31  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  I  price.     The  Class  I 
price  reduction  was  associated  with  a  similar  decline  in  prices  for  milk  reported 
by  18  condenseries  in  Wisconsin  and  Michigan  for  September  milk.     Federal  Order  41, 
which  regulates  milk  handling  in  the  Chicago  area,  provides  that  the  Class  I  price 
shall  vary  with  prices  paid  at  these  condenseries  plus  a  stated  differential.  The 
Gary,  Indiana  market  also  reported  a  retail  price  reduction  of  one-half  cent  per 
quart.     The  Akron,  Canton,  and  Glovcland,  Ohio  markets  all  reported  reductions  of 
one  cent  per  quart  in  retail  milk  prices  aarly  in  October,     In  the  Akron  market, 
a  reduction  of  35  cents  per  hundredweight  occurred  in  the  producer  price.

records  ex^dmlng  back  through  1918. 

Production  of  evaporated  milk  during  September  totaled  274,050,000  pounds,  26  per- 
cent above  a  year  ago  and  10  percent  higher  than 'the  5-year  average  for  the  month. 
Production  declined  22  percent  seasonally  from  August  to  September  this  year,  com- 
pared with  a  15  percent  decline  last  year  and  an  average  decline  of  18  percent  during 
1942-46  period.    During  the  first  9  months  of  the  year,  output  totaled  2,868,250,000 
pounds,  a  gain  of  8  percent  from  the  same  period  in  1947. 

Output  of  canned  condensed  milk  was  estimated  at  10,000,000  pounds  for  September, 
less  than  half  the  production  a  year  earlier  but  7  percent  higher  than  the  1942-46 
average.    The  production  in  September  1947  was  the  highest  of  any  month  for  that 
year,'  since  a  sharp  increase  in  output  took  place  following  the  removal  of  restric- 
tions on  the  use  of  sugar  in  condensed  milk.    During  the  first  nine  months  of  1948, 
a  total  of  99,450,000  pounds  of  canned  condensed  milk  was  produced,  or  13  percent 
less  than  in  the  same  months  of  1947.

DRY  MILK 

Seasonal  declines  in  output  of  the  major  dry  milk  products  from  August  to  September  this  year  were 
greater  than  a  year  ago,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reports.     September  prices  contin- 
ued at  or  near  record  high  levels  for  all  items.    Manufacturers1  stocks  of  dry  milk  products  for 
human  consumption  wore  higher  than  a  year  ago  but  dry  buttermilk  and  animal  feed  stocks  were 
smaller  than  a  year  ago.    Reported  sales  of  all  dry  milk  items  during  September  were  less  than 
in  September  a  year  ago. 

Production  of  all  dry  milk  products  during  Soptomber  was  lower  than  in  August  and,  except  for  spray- 
dried  nonfat  milk  solids,  was  also  loiter  than  in  September  a  year  ago.    Total  production  of  nonfat 
dry  milk  solids  during  September  is  estimated  at  37,300,000  pounds.    This  total  was  26  percent 
less  than  in  August,  20  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,  and  23  percent  less  than  the  5-year 
average.    Output  of  25,200,000  pounds  of  spray-dried  nonfat  milk  solids  in  September  was  down 
sharply  (27  percent)  from  the  unusually  high  August  level.    Reported  production  was  up  1  percent 
from  a  year  earlier  and  up  20  percent  from  the  5-year  average.    Cumulative  production  of  spray- 
dried  nonfat  milk  solids  for  January  through  September  was  331,550,000  pounds,  8  percent  less  than 
in  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

Price  changes  for  fluid  milk  at  retail  and  rjroducer  levels  early  in  November 
continued  to  show  considerable  area  variation t  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
reported  today.     Several  city  markets  located  chiefly  in  East  and  West  North  Central 
areas  where  producer  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  are  closely  related  to  manufactur- 
ing mill:  prices;  report ed  contraseasonal  price  reductions  at  both  producer  and  retail 
levels.    Prices  were  reported  as  continuing  generally  unchanged  from  October  levels 
in  five  of  the  nine  geographic  areas  in  the  country.    A  few  scattered  increases 
were  reported  from  some  areas  and  .in  southern' California  a  rather  general  increase 
of  one-half  cent  per  quart  to  producers  and  one  cent  per  quart  in  retail  prices 
occurred  on  November  le     Wholesale  prices  of  butter  and  cheese  increased  somewhat 
toward  the  middle  of  the  month,  but  wholesale  prices  of  evaporated  milk  and  bulk 
cream  of  bottling  quality  showed  further  weakness. 

Retail  -prices  of  standard  mill:  delivered  to  homes  in  24  major  cities  early  in 
November  averaged  31.6  cents  per  quart,  the  same  as  in  September  and  October,  but 
one  and  six-tenths  cents  per  quart  higher  than  in  November  a  year  ago„  Retail 
delivered  milk  prices  rose  in  about  one  in  every  20  markets  reporting  and  declined 
in  about  one  in  every  nine  markets  reporting.    Prices  were  unchanged  in  five-sixths

At  $5.25  per  hundredweight,  the  milk  dealers1,  average  buying  price  for  Class  I 
milk  of  3.5  percent  butterfat  content  early  in  November  was  five  cents  per  hundred-

price  declined  one  cent  per  quart . on  November  1  when  the  Class  I  price  declined 
50  cents  per  hundredweight.     This  marked  the  second  recent  retail  price  reduction 
in  that  market  which  reported  a  reduction  of  one-half  cent  per  quart  on  October  1. 
Sacine,  Wis.  reported  a  reduction  in  the  retail  price  of  one  and  one-half  cents  per 
quart  on  November  2.    That  market  had  also  experienced  a  one-half  cent  reduction  in 
the  retail  price  in  October.     The  Madison,  and  Kenosha,  Wis.,  markets  reported  reduc- 
tions of  one  cent  per  quart  in  retail  prices,  the  former  on  October  16  and' the  latter 
on  November  1. 

In  the  West  North  Central  area,  price  reductions  were  reported  from  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and  Fargo,  N.  D,     Increased  prices  were  reported  from  Kansas 
City  and  St.  Joseph,  Mo. ,  and  from  Wichita,  Kansas.     In  Minneapolis,  the  retail 
delivered  price  for  standard  milk  declined  from  20  to  19  cents  per  quart  on  Novem- 
ber 9,  and  in  St.  Paul,  the  retail  delivered  price  declined  from  19  to  13  cents  per 
quart  on  November  3.     In  the  Duluth- Superior  market,  the  Class  I  price  declined 
41  cents  per  hundredweight  on  November  1.    No  change  in  retail  prices  has  as  yet  been 
reported.     The  Kansas  City  market  reported  an  increase  of  one-half  cent  -)or  quart  in 
the  retail  delivered  price,  while  the  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  market  reported  an  increase  of 
one  cent  per  quart.     The  Class  I  price  in  Kansas  City  was  not  reported  and  the  Class 
I  price  in  St.  Joseph  rose  19  cents  per  hundredweight.     :.n  the  Wichita,  Kansas  market 
the  retail  -/rice  rose  one  and  one— half  cents  per  quart .     The  Class  I  price  for 
November  is  undetermined  as  yet. 

No  price  changes  were  reported  from  the  Mountain  area.     In  the  Pacific  Coast 
area,  the  California  Bureau  of  Milk  Control  announced  a  series  cf  milk  price  in- 
creases at  producer  and  retail  levels  in  seven  southern  California  areas,  effective 
November  1.     In  these  marketing  areas,  Los  Angeles,  Orange,  San  Diego,  Santa  3arbara, 
Kern,  Ventura,  and  San  Bernadino-River side ,  retail  prices  rose  one  cent  per  quart 
and  producer  prices  rose  one-half  cent  per  quart.     These  increased  trices  ^ere 
ordered  by  the  Bureau  of  Milk  Control  after  consideration  of  evidence  covering  both 
production  and  distribution  costs  for  fluid  milk.

Milk  pro duct  ion  on  United  States  farms  in  October  was  estimated  by  the  .Crop 
.Reporting  Board  at  8.8  billion  pounds,  about  1  jjercent  belov;  a  year  earlier  and  the 
smallest  for  the  month  since  1943.     During  the  first  10  months  of  1948,  milk  pro- 
duction on  farms  totaled  100.0  billion  pounds  compared  with  103.3  billion  pounds 
for  the  same  period  a  year  ago  and  the  1937-46  average  of  97.5  billion  pounds. 
Milk  production  per  person  per  day  during  October  averaged  1.92  -00 and s,  the  lowest 
for  the  montn  in  a  19  year  record  and  about  6  percent  below  the  October  average  for 
the  1937-46  period.    Milk  production  per  cow  continued  at'  recofd  high  levels,  but 
the  total  output  of  milk  was  limited  by  the  smaller  number  of  cows  now  on  farms. 

On  October  26,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  its 
recommendations  on  producer  proposals  for  increased  Class  I  and  Class  II  -.rice 
differentials  in  the  Sioux  City,  la.,  and  Omaha,  ITebr. -Council  Bluffs,  Iowa  markets. 
The  Department  recommended  equal  Class  I  and  Class  II  differentials  in  each,  market 
and  also  recommended  that  the  differentials  should  vary  seasonally.     For  the  Sioux 
City  market  the  recommended  differentials  were  80  cents  per  hundredweight  during 
April  through  July  and  SI. 00  per  hundredweight  during  August  through  March.     Tor  the 
Omaha- Council  Bluffs  market  the  recommended  differentials  were  75  cents  nor  hundred- 
weight during  January  through  March,  60  cents  during  April  through  June,  and' $1.00 
daring  the  remaining  months.     Because  of  recent  declines  in  the  prices  of  manu- 
factured dairy  products  on  which  the  Class  I  and  Class  II  prices  are  based,  the

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recommended  increase  in  differentials  would. not  raise  producer  prices  over  their  recent  levels* 

Public  hearings  '/ere  held  early  in  November  in  five  Federal  Order  markets:    Louisville,  Ky.» 
Nashville,  Tenn»,  and  Toledo s  Cincinnati,  and  the  Tri-State  area  in  Ohio.    The  hearings  were 
called  to  consider  requests  of  milk  producers ''supplying  these  markets  that  the  prices  for  Class  I 
and  Class  II  milk  during  the  remainder  of  1948  and  during  January  and  February  of  1949  should 
not  be  less  than  the  prices  in  effect  in  September  1948.    In  the  Louisville,  Ky»,  and  Cincinnati 
and  Tri-State  markets,  fixed  minimum  prices  were  requested  through,  but  not  beyond  March  1949, 

It  was  announced-  on  October  29  that  the  Assistant  Administrator  of  the  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration  had  recommended  against  the  adoption  of  a  producer-proposed  change  in 
the  formula  now  used  in  establishing  the  "basic  price"  paid  producers  for  milk  delivered  to 
handlers  in  the  Tri-State  (Ohio,  West  Virginia,  and  Kentucky)  marketing  area.    Milk  producers 
proposed  that  a  neitf  formula  be  used  to  replace  two  of  the  r.  re  sent  alternate  formulas  and  thus 
be  used  as  an  alternate  to  the  remaining  formula  in  current  use  (the  monthly  average  of  prices 
paid  farmers  at  18  condenseries  in  Wisconsin  and  Michigan)  •    The  proposed  new  formula  would 
provide  for  monthly  adjustment  of  the  condensery  price  so  as  to  reflect  changing  levels,  from  a 
moving  average  of  the  most  recent  60-month  period,  in  several  economic  factors  such  as  volume  of 
retail  store  sades  in  Ohio,  wholesale  prices  in  the  United  States,  farm  wages,  feed  prices,  and 
the  prices  of  alternate  users  of  feed  (beef  cattle,  hogs,  etc»)<,  ■ 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  issued  a  decision  on  November  10,  subject  to  industry  approval  in 
Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  that  the  Class  I  differential  over  the  manufacturing  milk  price 
in  those  markets  bo  increased  by  30  cents  per  hundredweight  for  the  months  of  August  through 
November  and  10  cents  per  hundredweight  for  May  and  June.    Milk  producers  supplying  the  market 
based  their  request  for  an  increase  in  the  Class  I  differential  upon  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
producers  supplying  the  market  and  a  reduction  in  the  supply  of  milk  produced  for  the  markets 

The  Department  alsb  announced  on  November  10  that  it  had  approved,  subject  to  industry 
acceptance,  a  temporary  increase  in  the  Class  I  (fluid  milk)  price  to  producers  supplying  the 
St,  Louis,  Mo.,  milk  market.    The  action,  taken  to  assure  on  adequate  supply  of  milk  for  the 
market,  would  be  carried  out  through  an  increase  in  the  Class  I  differential  of  46  cents  per 
hundredweight  from  the  effective  date  through  December  1948,  and  23  cents  per  hundredweight  during 
January  through  March  •1;.',49»

FOR  DECEMBER  1948 

Price  changes  for  fluid  milk  at  retail  and  producer  levels  early  in.  December  were 
confined  almost  entirely  to  the  North  Central  States,  the  Bureau  of  .Agricultural 
Economics  reported  today.     Several  large  urban  markets  in  that  area  reported  lower 
prices  early  in  December  than  those  prevailing  a  month  ago.    Elsewhere  in  the 
country,  retail  and  producer  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  were  largely  unchanged 
■from  November  levels.  ,  Wholesale  prices  of  butter  and  cheese  increased. somewhat  dur- 
ing the  first  two  weeks  in  December.  '  Whole  sale , evaporated  milk 'markets  continued 
barely  steady.    Milk  production  per  cow  reached  its  seasonal  low  point  about 
December  1,  but  was  at  a  record  high  level  for  that  time  of  year. 

Retail  prices  of  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  23  major  cities  early  in 
December  averaged  21,4  cents  per  quart,  two-tenths  of  a  cent  per  quart  lower  than 
in  November,  but  1.3  cents  per-'  quart  higher ;  than  in  December  last  year.     The  decline 
in  this  average  price,  reflected  lower  prices  to  producers  for  milk  for  fluid  use 
in  several  large  markets  chiefly  located  in  the  North  Central  States.     Only  one 
large  city  market  in  the  country  reported  an ■ increase  in  home-delivered  milk  prices 
early  in  December.    About  one  market  in  every  twelve  reporting  indicated  a  decline 
in  retail-delivered  milk  prices.     None  of  the  markets  reporting  lower  retail  prices 
was  located  outside  of  the  North  Central  States.    Retail  milk  prices  were  unchanged 
from  the  previous  month  in  nearly ' eleven  out  Of  every  twelve  markets  reporting. 

At  $5.25  per  hundredweight,  the  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk 
of  3,5  percent  butt  erf at  content  early  in  December  was  two  cents  below  the  revised 
November .  average ,,  but  .twenty-three  cents  per  hundredweight .  above  the  average  for 
December  1947.    Average  mi  11c  dealers'  buying  prices  in  seven  of  the  nine  geographic 
areas  in  the  country  were  pract ically  unchanged  fromia  month  ago.     In  the  East 
North  Central  and  Mountain  areas,  however,  the  average  milk  dealers'  buying  prices 
were  ten  cents  and  six  cents  per  hundredweight  lower,  respectively,,  than  in 
November.     Sharp  contrasts  in  the  relation  of  producer  prices  early  in  December 
this  year  to  December  last  year  may 'be  noted.    'Substantial  increases  in  average 
producer  prices  above  the  levels  of  last  year  continue  in  the  New  England,  West 
South  Central,  Mountain,  and  Middle  Atlantic  areas.

Class  I 
prices  were  generally  increased  one-half  cent  per  quart  and  wholesale  and  retail 
prices  were,  increased,  one  .cent  per  quart. _  ,Thoa  increase  in  retail-delivered  milk 
prices  in  Providence'  was  the  only  milk 'price  increase  reported  from  a  large  urban 
market  in  the  entire  country.    Retail  and  producer  milk  prices  did  not  increase  in 
Rhode  Island  in  either  September  or. October  when  milk  prices  rose  in  surrounding 
markets.    The  Class  I  price  for'  milk  of  3.7  percent  butterfat  content  was  raised 
to  $7,11  per  hundredweight  in  the  Providence  market  and  to  $7.36  per  hundredweight 
in  the  Newport,  R.  I,  market .

reduced  "by  the  Rhode  Island  Milk  Control  Board  on  November  28.     Light  cream  prices 
were  reduced  two  cents  per  half  pint  and  iieavy  cream  prices  four  cents  per  half  pint. 
The  Maine  Milk  Control  Board  held  a  hearing  on  December  6  to  consider  producer, 
wholesale,  and  retail  milk  prices  in  the  Portland  market.     Any  price  changes 
ordered  will  probably  not  become  effective  before  January  1,  1949. 

No  price  changes  were  reported  from  the  Middle  Atlantic  area.    The  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  held  a  public  hearing  on  December  8-10  on  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Federal  Order  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  In  Now  York  City*  A 
majority  of  producers  through  their  organizations  have  requested  Class  I  producer 
price  reductions  of  44  cents  per  -'hundredweight  on  January  1  and  April  1,  Handlers 
have  proposed  that  the  present,  relationship  between  New  York  and  Boston  Class  I 
prices  be  retained.    The  Department  held  a  public  hearing  in  Philadelphia  on 
December  6  to  consider  a  proposed  seasonal  decline  of  40  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  the  Class  I  price  to  be  effective  January  1  and  a  further  decline  of  40  cents 
on  April  1,     The  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission  announced  a  series  of  public  hearings 
on  fluid  milk  prices  beginning  December  9  and  running  through  December  1G  covering 
seven  marketing  areas  in  Pennsylvania,     The  Director  of  Milk  Control  for  New  Jersey 
held  a' hearing  on  December  6  which  considered  prices  to  be  paid  to  producers  for 
Class  I  and  Class  II  milk,  also  resale  prices  for  milk  and  cream. 

In  the  East  North  Central  area,  the  Cleveland  market  reported  a  reduction  of  two 
cents  per  quart  in  retail  prices*    The  minimum  Class  I  price  for  Cleveland  in 
December  under  Federal  Order  75  is  $4,. 47  per  hundredweight c     This  price  docs  not 
include  any  premiums  such  as  have  been  paid  recently  in  that  market.     The  Akron 
and  Toledo,  Ohio' markets  both  reported  rcductions-'of  one  cent  per  quart  in  retail 
prices.

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  taken  a  series  of  actions  in  Federal 
Order  markets  whose  main  effects  are  either  to  provide  specified  Class  I  and  Class  II 
floor  prices  for  limited  periods  or  to  increase  fluid  milk  differentials  over 
manufacturing  milk  prices.     In  the  St.  Louis,  Mo.  market,  the  Department  temporarily 
increased  the  Class  I  differential  46  cents  per  hundredweight  (from  $1.35  to  $1.81):' 
for  the  period  November  18  through  December  31,  and  23  cents  per  hundredweight 
(from  $1.10  to  $1.33)  for  the  period  January  1  through  March  31,  1949.     In  the 
Cincinnati,  Toledo,  and  Tri-State  areas,  "floor"  prices  for  Class  I  and  Class  II 
milk  were  provided,  effective  December  1,  1948.    The  floor  prices  from  December  1 
through  January  31  are  as  follows?     Cincinnati,  Class  I  $5,40  per  hundredweight, 
Class  II  $4.95;  Toledo,  Class  I  $4.70  and  Class  II  $4,10;  Tri-State  $5.00  for 
Class  I  and  $4.70  for  Class  II  at  Huntington  plants. 


The  Kansas  City,  Topeka,  and  Wichita  Orders  were  amended  by  the  Department  effective 
January  1,  1949.    The  amendments  provide  increased  fluid  mi  He  differentials  over

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manufacturing  milk  prices.    The  increases  are  as  follows:     for  the  Kansas  City 
market  from  $,95  to  $1.45  per  hundredweight  for  Class  I  milk  for  September  through 
February  and  from  $,75  to.  $1.00  for  March  through  August,  for  Topeka  an  increase 
from  $.60  to  $1.30  during  September  through  February  and  from  $.60  to  $.85  during 
March  through  August  for  Class  I  milk,  and  for  Wichita  an  increase  to  $1,45  for 
July  through  March  and  from  $.80  to  $1.00  for  April  through  June  for  Class  I  milk. 
Corresponding  increases  were  also  made  in  Class  II  differentials  in  all  three 
markets. 

At  a  hearing  in  Columbus,  Ohio  on  November  23,  milk  producers  supplying  that  market 
requested  fixed  Class  I,  II,  and  III  prices  for  December  through  March  at  levels 
not  less  than  those  in  effect  in  September.  At  a  hearing  in  Cleveland  on  Decem- 
ber 7,  it  v/as  proposed  by  milk  producers  that  the  Class  I  price  be  maintained  at 
$5.25  per  hundredweight  for  the  remainder  of  December  and  during  January,  Febru- 
ary, and  March  1949. 

According  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  milk  production  on  United  States  farms  in 
November  for  the  first  time  this  year  exceeded  that  for  the  same  month  in  1947. 
Milk  production  per  cow,  favored  by  mild  weather  in  the  more  important  dairy  areas 
and  by  a  record  high  level  of  grain  feeding,  exceeded  the  previous  high  for  Novem- 
ber (1946)  by  nearly  four  percent.    Numbers  of  milk  cows  on  farms,  however,  were 
the  smallest  for  the  month  since  1930o     Daily  milk  production  per  capita  in 
November  was  the  second  lowest  for  the  month  in  records  dating  from  1930*
